OM in favor of a savings department ot 
our gorernraent postal service : 


J. 
It would encourage economy and 


habits of thritt among the laboring 
classes, by the cortain protection that 
would be afforded thereby to their sur- 
plus earning, whieh, for the want of 
u reliable cache, are now intrusted to 
insecure private banks or investments, 
or are secreted beneath floors, in chim- 
neys, crevices, under stumps in the 
fields and forests, or in other equally 
unnafe hiding places, or, worse still, are 
wasted in extravagance and dissipation. 


2. It would accommodate all classes 


in the many sections where no banks 
oxist, and in all sections ol cross depos 
its and withdrawals, which enables the 
depositor to make use of any postoffice 
depository in the country would com- 
mend it to public favor. 


;',. It would tend to force from weird 


hiding places, and to add to the circu- 
lation of the country, many millions of 
dollars now worse than idle, especially 
in the Sooth and Southwest, where few 
bank* exist. 


4. It would promote loyalty aid 


patriotism. Each depoiitor. would have 
u direct and substantial interest in the 
stability and prosperity of the govern- 
ment intrusted with the safe keeping 
and safe return of his treasure. 


5. It would protect a class unable 


lo protect itself—the toiling millions— 
against swindlers and robbern, fire and 
flood, unsafe investments and un.sound 
bonks, against improvidence, reekless- 
oesi and dissipation. 


6. It would strengthen the finances 


' of the nation by giving it a first lein
